QUESTION: Why are married women in the Church of 
God not permitted to wear wedding bands? This is the 
only doctrine of the Church of God I do not agree with, 
as I feel that a woman prizes her wedding band as being 
sacred.—A.E.L., Jacksonville, Florida. 


ALLOW ME TO BE technical in pointing out 
that a doctrine is a great truth or theme embodied in 
and developed by the Scriptures. The position of the 
Church of God concerning rings is certainly not a doc- 
trine, but'a moral teaching. Our teaching is “against 
members wearing jewelry for ornament or decoration, 
such as finger rings, bracelets, ear rings, lockets, etc.” 
This teaching is based on 1 Timothy 2:9 and 1 Peter 
3:3, both of which admonish Christians against the 
adornment of gold. While neither rings nor any other 
items of jewelry are mentioned in these scriptures by 
name, the Church of God understands the wearing of 
such jewelry as a violation of them. I am sure you are 
correct in feeling that many women regard their wed- 
ding bands as sacred. I do not suppose there is anyone 
who believes that the wearing of a wedding band is a sin 
for which a woman will be sent to hell; however, the 
United States does not require that married women wear 
a wedding band, and the wearing of one is, therefore, a 
matter of, sentiment. Some countries, as you know, re- 
quire women to wear wedding bands—even Church of 
God women. But since the wearing of one is unnecessary 
here, and its use would be purely a matter of sentiment, 
surely you can see that soon the sentiment would impel 
the wearing of other jewelry. Many would want to wear 
their class rings because they would be sacred to them. 
Others would want to wear birthstones and dinner rings 
because they are heirlooms, gifts of departed loved ones, 
tokens of friendship, etc. Conceivably there would not be 
a stopping point. Realizing this and seeing that many 
other church groups have become so profligate in the 
use of jewelry, the Church of God has always thought it 
best to discourage the use of all jewelry. 

You state that this is the only point on which you dif- 
fer with the Church of God. If this is true, your love for 
the church is, no doubt, great enough that even though 
you do not agree with this point, you are happy to com- 
ply with it in order to have the fellowship of the Church.

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FIRST-PERSON HOLINESS 


HE WEAKNESSES and shortcomings of others 
} are always much more in evidence than our own. 
It is much easier for us to see what others need 
to do than for us to see what we need to do. In short, 
third-person and second-person holiness are much easier 
to live than first-person holiness. How often we hear 
statements like this: “The church is not as spiritual as 
it used to be”; “The pastor does not preach as he used 
to”; “People in the church don’t love each other like 
they once did.” It is easier to see what is wrong with 
the church, with the pastor, with our brethren in the 
Lord—but what we need today is the ability to see our 
own shortcomings before the Lord. No one has a right 
to point out the deficiencies of another person’s holiness 
until he is personally measuring up to the scriptural 
standard of holiness. Even God, Himself, did not demand 
His people be holy but that they be holy as He is holy 
(1 Peter 1:16). You should never criticize anyone for 
what he is or what he is not until by your own life you 
can show harmony between the Scriptures and personal 
holiness. 

How can you admonish others to do that which you 
are not doing—whether it be fasting, giving, working for 
the church, praying, visiting, or showing a spirit of for- 
giveness, patience, love, concern, or exercising faith and 
confidence in God? God condemns in the sternest of 
languages those who criticize or attempt to help others 
when they themselves are culpable and inferior. “Thou 
hypocrite, first cast out the beam out of thine own eye; 
and then shalt thou see clearly to cast out the mote out 
of thy brother’s eye,” Matthew 7:5. He sternly warns 
that we judge not that we be not judged, and asks why 
we behold the mote that is in our brother’s eye and 
consider not the beam that is in our own eye. 

Before we urge holiness upon other men, we must first 
live holiness ourselves. How can we recommend to others 
that which we have not tried ourselves; and if we have 
tried it, was it worth the having if we have not kept 
it? You can not stand on the sidelines and urge men 
to go this way or that; you can only lead them in the 
way that they should go. Christ, Himself, did not stand 
aside and tell us which way to go, but He left us an 
example “that ye should follow His steps,” 1 Peter 2:21. 
We are told to “follow peace with all men, and holiness, 
without which no man shall see the Lord,” Hebrews 
12:14. Notice, however, that we are not simply to tell 
them the way to go, but we must be with them. Before 
you notice all the things that are wrong with the holiness 
of others, be sure your personal holiness is without spot 
and blameless. 
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ARE YOU WORRIED ABOUT 
YOUR RELIGION? 


A STORY IS TOLD of an evangelist who 
invited a sour old lady to the altar to get religion. She 
pulled herself up haughtily and exclaimed, “Thank you, 
sir, I have religion!” 

The evangelist smiled and continued, “Then will you 
not come to the altar and get more religion?” To this 
the lady cried, “Good heavens’ no! Its worrying me to 
death to keep what little religion I do have.” 

A lot of truth is hidden in this humorous story. Many 
people today have just enough religion that it worries 
them to keep it. They have a constant struggle to main- 
tain their spiritual level, and are constantly annoyed by 
the things they must do and vexed by the things they 
may not do. It must be tragic to have just enough re- 
ligion to worry and annoy the one who has it. 

The proper religion in the proper amount will keep 
you, instead of your having to keep it. Hold the cross as 
far from yourself as you can, and it will soon weight you 
down. Put all of yourself under the weight of the cross, 
and it will become much lighter to be borne. The person 
who is worried about keeping his religion torments him- 
self by having only that which he considers necessary 
but not too inconvenient. His religion is to him life in- 
surance instead of a rich heritage. Then man who loves 
the Christian life is kept by that life, and he who exalts 
the cross of Jesus Christ will be one day exalted by it.

WHAT IS ON THE INSIDE? 


RECENTLY the Chief of Chaplains, Wash- 
ington D. C., urged the N. A. E. (National Association of 
Evangelicals) members to help keep our armed services 
supplied with spiritually adequate chaplains. He pointed 
out that more young men are now under arms than are 
in all American colleges and universities, and there are 
too few chaplains to serve their spiritual needs. The thing 
that depressed those who heard this was the statement 
that despite the regretful shortage of chaplains, there are 
still too many chaplains of the wrong type who serve the 
needs of our young men. 

The churches of America was then urged to provide 
and guard spiritual soundness and integrity among their 
ministry. It was pointed out that a physician would be 
able to determine whether or not a man is physically fit 
to be a chaplain, and that a clerk at a desk in a corner 
could determine whether or not the educational require- 
ments were met; but only the church and the individual 
can determine what is on the inside of the man. No 
instrument yet made can conceive and judge what is 
in the heart of man. Not only our armed forces, but all 
the world today, is in need of ministers whose hearts 
are sincere and aglow with the love of Jesus Christ. 
Only you can know what is on the inside. Those who 
meet you can determine some things about you, but only 
you can know whether or not on the inside you meet 
the requirements of a man of God. Remember, however, 
that God also knows what is on the inside—so it is not so 
great a secret after all.

Thousands of Sunday Schools and churches across the 
nation will observe “National Sunday School Week,” Sep- 
tember 27 to October 4. 


RECENT SURVEY by the National Sunday 

School Association shows that by far the greatest 

majority of Sunday Schools begin their year Oc- 
tober 1. This means the week between the last Sunday 
of September and the first Sunday in October is a logical 
time for the church to emphasize to the nation and to 
the community the place and importance of the Sunday 
School. In all probability this week, at the end of Sep- 
tember and the beginning of October, will be set aside 
year after year as “National Sunday School Week.” 

The suggested theme for the week this year is “Build- 
ing the Church Through the Sunday School.” 

The ABC’s of National Sunday School Week are as fol- 
lows: 

A lert—B uild—C oncentrate 

Let’s begin by alerting the church to the importance 
of the Sunday School. If this is properly done, the com- 
munity will soon be aware of the Sunday School. The 
main reason our communities are no more aware of the 
Sunday School is because so many of our churches are not 
alert to the potentialities existing in the Sunday School, 
to build the Christian character that builds the church. 

There are manifold examples that the Sunday School, 
more than any other agency, builds the church. The 
fastest growing churches are those that give proper em- 
phasis to the Sunday School. More important than the 
numbers reached is the fact that those reached are taught 
and established in the faith. Those reached by the Sunday 
School stay by the church. 

The church that concentrates her efforts on the Sun- 
day School, especially during National Sunday School 
Week, will reap benefits throughout the year. 

It is the purpose of National Sunday School Week to 
focus the attention of the people of the nation upon the 
Sunday School. Naturally, the more Sunday Schools that 
participate, the better the job can be done. 


How ARE PASTORS, Sunday School super- 
intendents, teachers, and workers going to alert their 
churches and in turn alert their communities regarding 
the Sunday School? 

The National Sunday School Association has prepared 
a pamphlet listing materials and various ideas, as well 
as other agencies with materials, to help celebrate Na- 
tional Sunday School Week. You are invited to write for 
this pamphlet to the National Sunday School Association, 
542 South Dearborn Street, Chicago 5, Illinois. 

National Sunday School Week is an ideal time for the 
Sunday Schools of our area to join hands to advertise 
unitedly, with a write-up in the newspapers, perhaps a 

, joint ad, and even a Sunday School rally. Some com- 
munities have succeeded in getting billboard advertising 
at a very reasonable price because it was a united effort, 
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with each Sunday School paying for one billboard. 

The National Sunday School Association suggests that 
the first Sunday, September%27, be observed as Promotion 
Day, with fitting exercises honoring those going into 
new departments. The last Sunday, October 4, is ideal for 
Rally Day. A complete canvass of the area surrounding 
the churches should be completed before Rally Day. All 
teachers should be expected to contact all their absentees 
and recent visitors to urge 100 per cent attendance in 
all classes on Rally Day. 

The National Sunday School Association is asking every 
Sunday School to set aside one of the two Sundays as 
National Sunday School Day, and where possible, to re- 
ceive a special offering for the work of the National 
Sunday School Association. Where this is impossible, per- 
haps a gift from the Sunday School treasury could be sent. 

The pastor will, no doubt, want to preach on some 
phase of the importance of the Sunday School in “Build- 
ing the Church.” During the week, plans should include 
some time when all the Sunday School teachers and of- 
ficers of the church are brought together for inspiration 
and instruction concerning the Sunday School year 
ahead. Part of the business might concern the selecting 
of a delegate to the National Sunday School Convention 
to be held in Minneapolis, October 14, 15, and 16. The 
pastor or the Sunday School superintendent is a logical 
one to send, if he is free to attend. 

The National Sunday School Association will again pro- 
vide church bulletin covers. The picture used on the front 
page (see illustration) is available in both one-and two- 
column size mats for newspapers and magazines. The 
back page of the bulletin carries a Sunday School chal- 
lenge for the entire church. The inside is left blank for 
the local church to use as they see fit. These bulletins 
sell for $1.00 per hundred. 

Also prepared to help advertise your Sunday School, 
are four different blotters, each with a place reserved for 
the name of your Sunday School and church. These also 
sell for $1.00 per hundred in assorted lots. 

Besides these, the National Sunday School Association 
has five tracts especially fitting to have handed out or 
enclosed in mailings as a part of the National Sunday 
School Week Observance. They are: “Ten Reasons for 
Attending Sunday School,” “Parent Do You Care?”

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f3 rar vv OUR LORD'S birth and His baptism we 





have but scanty records of that wonderful biog- 

raphy—one priceless anecdote and two priceless 
texts, the one spanning from His birth to that incident, 
and the other spanning from that incident to His bap- 
tism. The first of them is the fortieth verse: “The child 
grew and waxed strong, filled with wisdom.” And the 
second is the fifty-second verse: “Jesus increased in wis- 
dom and stature, and in favour with God and man.” 


Too often we unconsciously sever the life of Christ be- 
fore His baptism from His life after, as if in some way 
the two were utterly different. But surely the life of Jesus 
after His baptism grew naturally out of His life before; 
and we may. imagine something of what passed in His 
life during the thirty years of preparation by what we 
know passed from it during the three years of His minis- 
try. If we desire to know how the Lord spent those thirty 
years, we must study how He spent the three. 


Sometimes, when travelling in Switzerland, in the early 
morning, as we have gone forth upon the terrace of the 
hotel, we have seen what appeared to be a phantom 
world—the peaks of snow-clad summits hanging, as it 
were, in midair, because the bank of fog had cut off from 
our vision the lower slopes. Ah! what exquisite beauty 
mantles those Alpine summits in the dawn, whilst the 
roots of their strength are veiled! So, the baptism of 
Christ seemed to be the foundation out of which His 
ministry sprang; but, in point of fact, His ministry de- 
pended on earlier foundations, which were hidden by the 
veil which conceals from us the incidents of His life at 
home. 

We cannot for one moment think our Lord drifted into 
His perfected manhood. For long years He was girding 
Himself for His lifework. It was because He spared not 
Himself in the human aspects of His time of preparation 
that He passed forward so gloriously to the great crisis. 


Shall it be that these words shall meet the eye of 
some who are frittering away the precious years of their 
early life, frittering them away in spendthrift amuse- 
ment, in light and frivolous literature, with a sneer or a 
joke perpetually on their cynical lips? Do you wonder 
that a youth like that is unprepared for the claims and 
duties of manhood, and for meeting those crises that 
come to us with increasing frequency when we leave the 
twenties behind and enter upon our thirties and forties? 


You have a mind, which is the library of your soul. Do 
not store it with jest books, but fill it with wholesome 
and instructive literature. You have the faculty of judg- 
ment, which is the weighing-room of the mint of your 
life. See that the balances of your judgment are set free 
from the grit that would impede their action, that they 
may decide accurately and truly the great moral ques- 
tions which await each of us. You have a heart, which is 
the temple of your life. See to it that only vestal virgins, 
white-robed thoughts, pure and stainless affections, go to 
and fro within that sacred shrine. You have an imagina- 
tion, which is the artist of your soul. See that she is in- 
structed to enrich the .frescoes in the corridors of your 
heart with bright, holy, noble, and beautiful images and 
pictures. You have a will, which is the vicegerent of your

nature. See that it is exercised to rule in the power of 
God and His Spirit. Oh! do not rush into life as raw re- 
cruits rush into battle—undisciplined, untrained, un- 
armed, to be the ready food of the cold steel. We are told 
that our Lord has left us an example that we should fol- 
low His steps: let us study His steps in Nazareth and ask 
for grace to follow. 


1. He wrought with His hands. 

“Ts not this the carpenter?” The hands that made the 
heavens made ploughs and household furniture. The 
hands that were nailed to the cross themselves wrought 
in wood. The hands that hold the sceptre of universal 
power plied the implements of the carpenter’s trade. He 
worked. If you had taken Christ’s hand in yours, you 
would have found it rough with labor, and He has been 
depicted as a young, stalwart carpenter, raising Himself 
for a moment from His exhausting toil at the bench; and 
while His feet stand deep in shavings, His figure casts 
behind Him the shadow of a cross. 

The first Adam worked upon the hard soil to till it; 
the second Adam labored to keep His mother when the 
good Joseph died. Every morning awoke Him to toil. 

There is no discipline that ennobles a man so much as 
honest work. You tell me that you make things, but in 
making them you make yourselves. You talk about our 
manufacturers, but there is not a manufactory in the 
country that is not turning out men, better or worse. The 
way you do your daily toil reacts upon your character 
and either makes you noble, or leaves you dumb, driven 
cattle. 

God cursed the ground for man’s sake. What is it that 
makes us different from the children of the islands of 
the Southern Seas? They have no need for work. They 
can gather their meals from the trees, and, therefore, are 
backboneless, muscleless, and inert. It is work that makes 
men. Work is the condition of good health, the safeguard 
of virtue, the girdle of manhood, the law of progress. Do 
not shirk work. Do not perform work merely for pay. 
Nothing is so ignoble—nothing so despicable, nothing so 
unworthy, as to serve only for money. Do you expect your 
minister to preach for pay? Would you not despise his 
ministrations if you thought he was actuated by motives 
so mean? No, he must be animated by a passion for the 
souls of men! But why do you expect him to perform his 
lifework on another principle than you yours? Did God 
call only him to be a minister? Did He not equally call 
you to be a carpenter, or a bricklayer, or a lawyer’ 
clerk? Do your work for God, for the sake of men, to 
adorn the gospel, for remember that if you do even good 
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Most Blessed lite

things from an ignoble motive, you deteriorate your soul. 
No other process can so soon make you contemptible. 
Therefore, day by day go to your toil as the preacher 
goes to his Sunday’s work. Gird at it, and say: “My God, 
it is for Thee; it is for Thy glory.” 


2. Our Lord was a student. 


FROM THREE BOOKS He must have 
studied. First, the Bible. His mother loved it; Mary and 
He read it together; and, as her song is made up of 
Bible quotations, so the talk of Jesus in after years was 
built upon the Bible, only He read into it meanings that 
the scribes had never seen. That was His first Book. 

His second was Nature. The habit of mountain-climb- 
ing, which He manifested so often in after life, was per- 
haps acquired by climbing a neighboring hill, six hun- 
dred feet above the level of the sea, which overlooks Naz- 
areth. One of the finest views in all the world is gotten 
from that hill—Mount Hermon to the north, Tabor on 
the east, and the gleaming waters of the Mediterranean 
on the west. Men say that solitude is God’s audience 
chamber; and often He met God there, and read from 
the outspread book of Nature those lessons which after- 
wards blossomed in the parables. That was His second 
book. 

His third book was man. He read man. Nazareth lay on 
the caravan road between the regions of Tyre and Sidon, 
Acre, and Jerusalem. Men of all nationalities passed 
through it, and He read them. 

Let us, too, read these three books. It is not so neces- 
sary to know the literature of your time as to be ac- 
quainted with them. Our motto should be, “Not many 
things, but much.” Let us read our Bibles more. There-is 
abundant evidence from their frequent quotations of 
Scripture that Shakespeare and Tennyson, to say noth- 
ing of Milton and Carlyle, were close students of the 
Word of God. In the case of our Lord, it is probable that 
He never owned a Bible for Himself. Scrolls were prob- 
ably too expensive for Him to purchase. His knowledge, 
so far as He was personally concerned, was obtained from 
the copy of the Scriptures which was in the possession 
of the local synagogue. How greatly we are rebuked who 
have such abundant opportunities of purchasing beauti- 
ful copies of the Bible and reading them in our hours of 
leisure! 

Let us love Nature also, walking alone in her natural 
temples, where meeting boughs form the Gothic arch 
overhead; where the lakes are layers, the mountains al- 
tars, and the murmur of the ocean the orchestral ac- 
companiment to the song of the devout soul. 

3. Our Lord learned the secret of being a servant. 
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“Our pains are portioned to our power—His wand may 
hurt, but cannot harm; 

But if the cross be on us laid, and our soul’s crown of 
thorns be made, 

Then, sure, ’twere best to bear the cross, nor lightly fling 
the thorns behind, 

Lest we grow happy—by the loss of what was noblest in 
the mind! 

Here—in the ruins of my years—Master, I thank Thee 
through my tears— 

Thou suffer’st here, and didst not fail—Thy bleeding feet 
these paths have trod— 

But Thou wert strong, and I am frail; and I am man, 
and Thou art God! 

How I have striven, Thou know’st! Forgive how I have 


failed, who saw’st me strive!”

“He was subject.” The devil came to Him after His 
baptism, but you may rely upon it, he came before. Often 
the devil must have come to Jesus, seeking to turn Him 
aside. Looking at the matter from the human aspect, 
did not our Lord find it difficult to wait? Did not His 
eager spirit spring up within Him and long to make this 
world better? Did He not long to break from Nazareth 
and from His home, from the narrow round of obedience 
to His father and mother, and from ‘the obscurity and 
monotony of the carpenter’s bench, so as to hasten to 
help the world? We all know what that feeling is. We are 
all conscious of the arising within us of purposes, longing, 
and ambitions that ill suit the narrow round of toil where 
we spend our lives. The eager youth desires to be a mis- 
sionary, a minister, a leader and energizer of men. “Why 
cannot I leap into the pulpit, or flame through the coun- 
try? Why am I always to be cramped and confined in 
these narrow spaces? I am too big for my cell.” But 
Christ waited—for thirty years He waited. The world 
needed Him, but He waited until the Father’s voice called 
Him to the Jordan. You may shrink from the daily rou- 
tine of work. But it is precisely there that you may ac- 
quire in darkness and obscurity experiences which will 
moor you when the tempest comes—which will anchor 
you when the waves roll up, and by which you will as- 
similate the forces which in after life will break into 
blossom and fruit. Many young hearts are impatient and 
restive; they will not brook authority. They have not yet 
learned to master themselves—how can they master 
devils? They have not learned to serve—how can they 
be promoted to rule? They have not learned to walk— 
how can they run? When we are willing to do our duty 
faithfully and in obscurity, we fit ourselves for the far 
greater opportunity when it comes. There is nothing 
grander than for a man, year in and year out, to build 
himself up in noble deeds; to do common things hero-

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was to pass through is recorded in the second and 
third chapters of Revelation. The last one, Laodi- 
cea, totally apostatized spiritually and doctrinally. 

The apostle Paul in his Second Epistle to Timothy de- 
picts the character of this last church period. There are 
two Greek words used for time “chronos” and “chairos.” 
The former means time in general; the latter, a short 
period of time. The latter is used here in the third chap- 
ter of 2 Timothy, which describes the character of the 
last-day professing church. 

He begins by saying, “This know also (continually keep 
this in mind), that in the last days perilous (dangerous, 
difficult) times shall come.” The perils and dangers of 
the church are to come from within and not always 
from without. The first church period had the professing 
church to overcome; the last church period was over- 
come by the dead, legalistic church. Money, pleasure, 
popularity, praise of men, and all that the flesh craves 
is given to the church in this period. It is a dangerous 
time. The devil says, “You don’t have to pray for money 
because the members have plenty to keep the church go- 
ing.” He says, “You don’t have to pray for a sermon 
because there are so many good sermon outlines. You 
can go fishing and have a big time and still preach a 
good sermon.” Satan says, “You don’t have to go to 
prayer meeting on Wednesday night. You can hear a 
good sermon on the radio or see something enlightening 
on television.” The church is in danger of getting into a 
form without the power. 

The next four verses uses nineteen Greek words, as it 
is in English nineteen different phrases, to show the cor- 
rupt fruit hanging from the branches of benighted and 
powerless churchdom of this age. 

The first word is “philautoi” which comes from two 
Greek words: “phil” meaning love, pleasure, that one 
gets from the objects loved, and “auto” meaning self. The 
words together mean self-lovers. There are millions of 
people who love no one but self. They are self- 
worshipers. The spirit of Jesus was to put God first, hu- 
manity second, and self last. The spirit of the church to- 
day is to put self first, self second, self third, with no

place for humanity and God at all. I am speaking of the 
dead-profession church, and not of the true Church that 
is to meet Jesus in the air. Some churches are too busy 
building a name in this world to win souls for Christ. 
Self-lovers are the sweetest lovers on earth. They are 
perfect twins, ever in one another’s embrace. They will 
fight for each other and.even die for one another. There 
is a great contrast between God-lovers and self-lovers. 
Christ was a God-lover; He died for others that they 
might be saved. 


THE NEXT is “philarguroi” and means 
“money-lovers.” It comes from two Greek words: “phil” 
meaning love and “arguroi” meaning money or silver. 
The first one is the pianist of the church, Sister Self- 
Lover, and the second one is the song leader, Brother 
Money-Lover. When the offering pan comes around, 
Brother Money-Lover says, “Let us get a song at this 
time,” and he is too busy to give an offering or pay his 
tithes. Do you hear the song Brother Money-Lover is 
singing? Yes, you guessed it, “Oh how I love Jesus, oh 
how I love Jesus, Oh how I love Jesus, because He first 
loved me.” It is a blessed thing to have money in the 
hand to buy the necessities of life, but WOE TO ME when 
it gets in my heart. 

The third word is “alaontes” and means boasters, vain- 
glory, and insolent and empty assurance, which trusts in 
its own power and resources, and shamefully despises 
divine laws and human rights. If you haven’t met him 
before, this is Dr. Vainglory, the pastor of the 
first church on Do-Little Drive. He has a big head but 
a little heart. He says the new birth is to do the best you 
can; sanctification is for angels; and the Holy Ghost was 
for the twelve apostles. Dr. Vainglory has a large con- 
gregation that believes everything he says. 

The fourth is “huper ephanoi” and comes from two 
Greek words: “huper’ meaning super, to overstep the 
proper limits, above measure, and “ephanoi,” meaning 
to make oneself manifest. The two words together mean 
pride; the characteristic of one who has a swollen esti- 
mate of his own powers or merits, look down on others 
and even treat them with insolence and contempt. You 
have met her often, I am sure. She is Sister Pride, the 
chief organist. The church would die if she weren’t there. 
You know that no one in the church can play like Sister 
Pride. She is one of the daughters of Zion that is haughty 
and walk with stretched-forth necks and wanton eyes, 
walking and mincing as they go. Her hat is like a pea- 
cock strut. Please, don’t anyone offend Sister Pride. The 
Greek word means to display one’s own talents for a 
selfish end; to be seen of men and not to the glory of 
God. The church is not a place to display our talents, 
but a place to worship God and'‘win souls to Christ. 
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The fifth is “basphemoi” and means to speak re- 
proachfully, rail at, revile; contemptuous speech that in- 
tentionally comes short of the reverence due God or sa- 
cred things. It also means slander, detraction, speech in- 
jurious to another’s good name. I should like for you to 
meet Sister Blabbermouth. She is a most faithful mem- 
ber and sits right in the amen corner. Sister Blabber- 
mouth is very emotional. She shouts until you can hardly 
hear the preacher. She is one of the best singers in the 
choir and has a solo every service. Her. favorite song is 
“When the Pearly Gates Open Wide.” Sister Blabber- 
mouth has two very close friends in the church, Sisters 
I-Heard and She-Said. They are seen together often. One 
of the most peculiar characteristics of Sister Blabber- 
mouth is her lapse of memory when the pastor calls her 
about something she has told. She can’t remember ‘if she 
said it or not. I have seen long-tongued people in the 
church do more damage to the church than all the in- 
fidels and unbelievers in town put together. Watch your 
tongue that it doesn’t blaspheme. 


THE SIXTH CHARACTERISTIC of this 
church is disobedience to parents. There are two Greek 
words used to describe this condition: “goneusin,” mean- 
ing begetter or parent, and “apeitheis,’ meaning stub- 
born, disobedient, obstinate, and impersuable. The chil- 
dren of this church do as they please. The parents, like 
a cowering pup, won’t say anything to Johnnie for fear 
he will go into a tantrum. The real delinquents are the 
parents, who should have enough God in their hearts to 
use the hair brush. This age of psychology has about 
ruled out the woodshed method of correcting children, 
but it still works anyway. The greatest need of church 
people today is not to evangelize the world, but to evan- 
gelize the children in the home. The family altar has 
been taken out of the home. The Bible is the Textbook 
of the church, but the forgotten Book at home. God is 
going to hold us responsible for the way we teach our 
children, whether in word or example. 

The seventh word is “acharitoi” and means not graci- 
ous, ingratitude, and unthankful. The praise services of 
our churches have degenerated into prize services. When 
the testimonial fire of the church goes out, the church 
has lost its appreciation for the blessings of God. There 
are too many in the church like the nine lepers. They 
fail to return and give God the glory. The ministry of 
the dead, legalistic, professing church has become a 
monopolistic monotony. Every member of the church 
should have a voice and a place. The “amens,” “praise 
Gods,” and “hallelujahs” have died out in too many 
churches. Let us get back to the old-time spontaneous 
shouting and praising God. Let us ever remember from 
whence we came and give God the glory. A dead church 
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is a praiseless church. 

The eighth word is “anosioi” and means not holy; that 
which is out of harmony with the universal law of right. 
The doctrine of a dead church is that no one can live 
without sin, and most of the members will obey its pre- 
cepts. The Lord is coming for a church without spot or 
wrinkle, and it must be holy and without blame. A boat 
in water will float, but the water in the boat will cause 
it to sink. A church in the world can do a lot of good, but 
the world in the church will cause it to sink. The Lord 
divided the light from the darkness. “Come out from 
among them, and be ye separate, saith the Lord, and 
touch not the unclean thing, and I will receive you.” 
Holiness is God’s standard; His Word is holy; His heaven 
is holy and so must the people that go there be holy. A 
dead church is one that refuses to believe and practice 
holiness. 

The ninth word is “astoryoi,’” meaning not loving kin- 
dred, without natural affection. There has been a lack 
of love for one another in the last century, especially 
among people of their own faith. Homes are being brok- 
en up because of the lack of loving kindred. Children are 
turning against parents and parents against children. 
More tragic than all this are the churches that are being 
divided because of the lack of love one for another. If 
you love God, you will love your brother who believes in 
God. A dead church is one that does not have love one 
for another. 

The tenth word is “aspondoi,’ meaning implacable; 
will not enter into a covenant and keep it. A person that 
is a covenant breaker cannot be trusted; he is fickle and 
unreliable. A few years ago you could depend on a man’s 
word, but today a man will tell you one thing and do the 
opposite. There are members who say they will keep the 
teachings of the Church but will deliberately violate the 
covenant they made when they joined the Church. If 
you told God you would pay tithes and have failed to do 
so, you have become a covenant breaker. When you 
vowed to give so much for missions and failed to do so, 
you became a covenant breaker. A dead church is one 
whose members will not make a covenant with divine 
truth and live thereby. 


THE ELEVENTH WORD is “diaboloi” and 
means slanderer, false accuser. This word is one of the 
titles of the devil and is translated “devil,” because he is 
such an active slanderer and false accuser. A church 
member who is always falsely accusing someone and 
slandering characters isn’t the devil. He is just the devil’s 
first cousin and is real closely associated with him. 
Character assassination is the most diabolical thing a 
person can accomplish. A church that has members of

INCE ITS FOUNDING in Feb- 

ruary of 1949, West Coast Bible 

School has shown prolific 
growth. From its first enrollment of 
seven students, WCBS has grown until 
during the 1952-53 term the enroll- 
ment average was over fifty. The 
1953-54 term already shows signs of 
being another record year with appli- 
cations being received from though- 
out California and several other states, 
including North Dakota, Colorado, and 
Washington. This progress is especially 
notable in that West Coast Bible 
School is the youngest of Church of 
God institutions. 
. West Coast Bible School is co-edu- 
cational and operates under two di- 
visions: High School and Religious 
Education. 

The High School Division offers four 
years of high-school training in a 
Christian environment. The work done 
in this division is accepted by the 
State Board of Education and all cred- 
its earned are transferable. 

The Religious Education Division 
endeavors to aid the young ministry of 
this territory in becoming schooled 
and educated in the Holy Scriptures; 
in acquiring the ability to teach 
others; and in becoming able to pre- 
sent the gospel in its simplicity and 
entirety. Although the school is yet 
young, several ministers, who are now 
actively engaged in the ministry, have 
been sent out from West Coast. 

Rev. H. B. Ramsey, president, and 
Rev. Lemuell Johnson, principal, state 
that a fine staff of teachers has been 
secured for the 1953-54 term. Additions 
to faculty this term include: Rev. 
John Kimbrough (High School), Mrs. 
Ora Mae Frye (Religious Education), 
Mrs. Myrle Horton (librarian and dean 
of women). The Commercial Depart- 
ment will be headed by Mrs. Edna 
Combs. Rev. Robert Fisher will serve 
as dean of men. The secretary-reg-

istrar’s position will be filled by Mrs. 
Mary Fisher. 

Due to the increased enrollment and 
pressing need for more classroom and 
office space, the School Board recently 
passed a measure providing for a ma- 
jor addition to the present facilities. 
This will be a two-story structure 
having two offices, two -bookrooms, a 
library and restrooms on the lower 
floor, with four large classrooms com- 
prising the upper story. This new 
building is now in the process of con- 
struction and is hoped to be completed 
soon after the fall term opens on Sep-

this type certainly need a housecleaning. 

The twelfth word is “akateis,’ and means not con- 
trolling self, incontinent. This person in the church does 
not control his appetites, passions, and desires, but is 
still retained as a good member. He often loses his temper 
and says things that are unbecoming to a church mem- 
ber, but he is not excluded. The next five words are in 
the same class with this one: fierce or not tame, no 
lovers of good, traitors, headstrong or reckless, and high- 
minded or conceited. I have grouped these five together 
in order to save space. These are the church members 
that try to run the church, and nothing you do pleases 
them. When a godly pastor comes, they are the first to 
kick and try to get rid of him. With a class of church 
members like this, you certainly will have a dead church, 

The thirteenth word is “philedonoi,’” meaning loving 
pleasure. Here you have a class of pleasure seekers and 
pleasure lovers in the church. They love the pleasure of 
the world more than the pleasure which God gives 
through the power of the Holy Ghost. This group of 
pleasure-lovers desires to substitute fleshly entertain- 
ment for the high and lofty worship in the Spirit. They 
will come to church, if you will tickle their ears with some 
sort of entertainment. Under the leadership of these 
pleasure-seekers the church has become a house of 
pleasure instead of a house of prayer. 

The last is two words, “morphosin eusebeis,” which 
mean having a form of godliness. It is almost incon- 
ceivable that the holy, powerful, Spirit-filled, self- 
emptied, and God-loving institution set up by our Lord 
would degenerate to the condition described here by Paul. 
They were to retain the outward form of Christianity in 
order to cover the heart enslaved with sin. 

“These all having the form of godliness, but denying 
the power thereof; from these turn away.” You need to 
run from such a church as much as you would run from 
a dance hall or a liquor store. 

The Lord has a God-anointed, Spirit-filled Church in 
the world that is waiting for His return. The true 
Church is known by the message it preaches and the 
life it lives. “By their fruits ye shall know them.”

ically; to bear himself as a hero amid the scorn and jeers 
of his companions; to go on living so, with no word of 
praise, and only God to appreciate and smile; and then, 
all suddenly, when some great crisis comes and every- 
body is crying for the man to meet it, he steps calmly 
forward to take the lead. Joseph comes out of the grim 
dungeon. He has been long in chains; but he knows how 
to rule because he has learned to serve. When, presently, 
he emerges from his prison, he steps up to stand second 
only to the king. 


4. Our Lord had a purpose. 


TO DO HIS FATHER’S business. Is God your 
Father? Away from home and friends, is God your Fath- 
er? Will you own Him? Will you greet Him with the 
words: “My Father, what art Thou doing in the world, 
and may I help Thee do it?” Will you set yourself to do 
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His business? “Wist ye not that I must be about my 
Father’s business?” 

What is the Father’s business? First, to be His child, 
worthy of Him; and then to love—to redeem men, though 
it cost a cross. 

Life is daily bringing such opportunities to us all, to 
test our quality, and on our use of them our future des- 
tiny largely depends. 

“The hypocritic days 

Bring diadems or faggots in their hands. 

To each they offer gifts after his will; 

Bright kingdoms, stars, the heaven that holds them all, 

I, in my perched garden, watched their pomp, 

Forgot my morning wishes; 

The Day turned and departed silently; 

I, too late, under her solemn fillet, 

Saw her scorn.” 

To every man in his life comes one day of glorious 
opportunity, offering him royalties, stars, heaven, or the 
choice of amusement, frivolity, fashion, money, the 
praise of men, and what they term success. 

Too many take the lesser, and are content—content to 
be city magnates; content to promote bubble companies, 
and draw out of them with handsome profits, leaving the 
loss to others; content to have a big balance at the bank, 
selling their souls for it. But when that Day sees such a 
choice, she turns away with scorn and pity upon her 
countenance. Alas! that a human spirit, face to face with 
such immense opportunities, should show itself unworthy 
of its high destiny! On the other hand, that Day brings 
the chance of purity, truth, honor, integrity, prayer, 
thought, discipline, self-mastery, faithfulness in a very 
little, ceaseless helpfulness for men, and presently the 
cross. The verdict of men on such a life may be summed 
up in the one word—‘failure.” “Poor man,” they say in 
scorn, “his life failed to achieve any conspicuous suc- 
cess.” But as he passes up from the cross, with a group 
of saved malefactors beside him, Heaven says: “Well 
done, thou good and faithful servant, enter .. . thou into 
the joy of thy Lord.” 

But if we would follow the steps of the Son of Man, in 
these early years, let us never forget how incessantly He 
sought fellowship with His Father. The green sward that 
led His favorite oratory was trodden bare by His steps. 
The rocks that screened His figure from view and made 
His prayer closet, became saturated with His breath. In 
the cool of the day He would hear the Father’s summons 
to His evening prayer, and often a great while before 
day He was away from the stirring life of His village, 
that the dew might not leave the grass until His own 
Spirit was bedewed from heaven. 

This must be our pattern. Only in fellowship with God 
can we grow in holy wisdom and spiritual stature, and in 
favor with God and man; only so can we do our Father’s 
demands of the coming years. 

“Let this be thy whole endeavour, this thy prayer, this 
thy desire—that thou mayest be stripped of all selfish- 
ness, and with entire simplicity follow Jesus only; mayest 
thou die to thyself, and live eternally to Him.”

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CATHOLICS COUNT 
DIFFERENTLY THAN BAPTISTS 
NASHVILLE, Tennessee (EP) Ro- 
man Catholics in the United States, 
including Alaska and Hawaii, now 
number 30,425,015, or a million more 
than the total reported in 1952, ac- 
cording to the latest official Catholic 
Directory. But Joseph M. Dawson Ex- 
ecutive Director of the Baptist Joint 
Committee on Public Affairs, points 
out that the Catholic method of count- 
ing the flock is quite different from 
that followed by Protestant church 
bodies. He claims that, on the basis 
of their total “adult,” baptized mem- 
bership, the Baptists may be said to 
number approximately thirty million 
in the United States. “As is well 
known, the Baptists do not include 
infants in their statistics, nor mem- 
bers of their families who are not 
actually members of their churches, 
nor related members of the commun- 
ity who either worship in Baptist 
churches or prefer those churches. By 
actual tests in a given state, it can be 
shown that Baptist population figures 
on the wider basis, as followed by the 
Roman Catholics, give the Baptist 
population as twice the number on 
their rolls, which stands above seven- 
teen million members. 


CRITICIZES FUNDAMENTALIST 
EVANGELISM 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minnesota (EP) 
Rev. Charles B. Templeton, evangelist 
for the National Council of Churches, 
charged here that the evangelism of 
Fundamentalists has “fallen into er- 
ror” because it “equates certain 
phrases with the gospel.” Much of 
Fundamentalist evangelism is a “little 
short of heresy,” he claimed, because 
it has “taken some segments of evan- 
gelism and magnified them out of 
importance. “It is ironical,” he con- 
tinued, “for a group to identify itself 
with the ‘full fosPer when it preaches 
only a third of it, forgetting the social 
implications of Christ’s message and 
also Christian education.” Mr. Temple- 
ton warned “there is a danger, now 
that evangelism is fashionable again, 
that we will merely begin to parrot 
the words of previous generations and 
adopt the methods of famed and past 
evangelists. We do not need another 
Dwight Moody today, as many people 
think,” he went on. “What we need 
are twentieth century Christians who 
will study the needs of twentieth cen- 
tury people.

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JEWISH BIBLE PRESENTED TO 
NEW YORK LIBRARY 

NEW YORK (EP) A copy of the first 
edition of the Bible (the O.T. only) 
to be produced by a Jewish scholar 
and printed in Israel has been pre- 
sented to Dr. Joshua Bloch, Chief of 
the Jewish Division of the New York 
Public Library, by Joseph M. Mazer, 
General Chairman of the 1953 Greater 
New York Campaign of the American 
Friends of the Hebrew University, and 
Bernard Cherrick, Director General of 
the Board of Governors of the Uni- 
versity. The Bible text was prepared 
by the world-famous authority on Bib- 
lical research, the late Professor Mo- 
she David Cassuto, of the Hebrew Uni- 
versity faculty, and issued by the Uni- 
versity-Magnes Press in Jerusalem. 
The first edition of the 1,337-page 
volume has been issued by the Hebrew 
University-Magnes Press in 10,000 
copies. It is set in traditional Hebrew 


type. 


The American Bible Society distrib- 
uted 13,369,030 Scripture volumes in 
the United States and abroad last 
year, including 904,753 volumes to the 
armed forces. For the third successive 
year, the Society received more than 
a million dollars in gifts from indi- 
viduals. A record $752,147 was contrib- 
— by some 50 Protestant denomina- 

ons. 


AMERICAN MINISTER PRAYS 
FOR DEMON-POSSESSED GIRL: 
SHE IS DELIVERED 


MANILLA, Philippines (EP) The 
story of a girl in the Manila jail who 
was being bitten by unseen demons 
was carried recently in American news- 
papers. The sequal to that account 
comes now from an American minister 
of the Assemblies of God, who is min- 
istering in Manila. Here is his story 
of the girl’s deliverance from the 
strange oppression: 

“Clarita Villaneuva, age 18, an in- 
mate of the city jail, scared the mayor, 
prison officials, and doctors, becoming 
the most talked about person in the 
Philippines when two devils began to 
bite her, leaving visible teeth marks 
which I personally saw. After reading 

- newspaper reports for several days and 
listening to radio broadcasts of doc- 
tors, psychiatrists, and others trying 
in vain to help her, I volunteered my 
service to the mayor and offered to 
go pray with her. I first fasted and 
prayed for her. God delivered the girl! 
She is now in Welfareville, a school for 
juveniles. The story of her deliverance 
took the front page of the daily papers 
here in Manila.” 


PTL RUSHING HOSPITAL 
TRUCK TO KOREA 

NEW YORK (EP) A one-ton Chevro- 
let panel truck, fully fitted with the 
latest sound equipment, has been 
presented to THE POCKET TESTA- 
MENT LEAGUE for use in its cam- 
paign of mass evangelism and Scrip- 
ture distribution in Korea. The truck 
is a gift of two New York Christian 
businessmen. The truck, which has 
been christened “The Tutson,” was 
formally presented to Mr. Alfred A. 
Kunz, Executive Director of the 
League, in a special ceremony at the 
Bookdale Baptist Church on May 17. 

“The Tutson” is being rushed to 
Korea and will soon be in use by PTL 
workers there. It will carry evangelists 
over Korea’s bomb-rutted roads to 
cities, town, army bases, hospitals, and 
the scene of battie to preach the gospel 
to Korean soldiers and civilians and 
to distribute Scripture portions. “The 
Tutson” is the second sound truck sent 
to Korea by THE POCKET TESTA- 
MENT LEAGUE. Mr. Kunz, in dedicat- 
ing this sound truck, stated: “Tnese 
sound trucks are inaispensable in get- 
ting the gospel to the Korean people. 
They enable our evangelists to reach 
literally thousands ot people daily. 
We feel that every minute counts—the 
time for preaching the gospel in Korea 
may be short.” 


The National Foundation for In- 
fantile Paralysis is expecting 1953 to 
be the worst polio year in history. 
They report that new cases are run- 
ning 30 per cent ahead of last year. 


Digging, day and night, is going 
on in many of the villages of Hydera- 
bad, India, in a desperate effort to 
reach water in time to save the crops. 
For five years in succession the rains 
have failed wholly or partly in large 
areas in South India. Rice crops, plant- 
ed with infinite labor, are withering 
because the wells which irrigate them 
are dry. 


CHURCHES JAMMED IN 
COMMUNIST GERMANY 

BERLIN, Germany (EP) East Ger- 
man churches have been a to 
overflowing since the lifting of the 
Communists’ siege of religious life. In 
many cases, it is reported here, hun- 
dreds of believers have gathered out- 
side the crowded churches during 
services. Communist authorities per- 
mitted the holding of services even in 
those districts where martial law had 
been imposed, banning gatherings of 
more than three persons. 

At Reuttlingen, in West Germany, 
Bishop Otto Dibelius, of Berlin, head 
of the Evangelical Church in Ger- 
many, said the Church in the Soviet 
Zone had come through the anti- 
Church campaign “stronger than ever 
before.” “Despite the great distress 
and afflictions,” he said, “the loyalty 
and faith of the believers and the 
Church proved unshakeable.” Bishop 
Dibelius praised especially the firm- 
ness of Evangelical youth, who, he 
said, had frustrated all attempts to 
destroy the Church.
